Final Lap of Bifurcated Session Began 


Monday and 


Will Continue 


Until May 


Sacramento, March 10.—Early trains 
to Sacramento Saturday began to bring 
back the legislators of the fortieth ses- 
sion for the second and biggest half of 
California’s first bifurcated session of 
the legislature. Evening trains brought 
them in by groups of half a dozen, but 
the most of the lawmakers did not get 
back to the state capitol until today. 

The legislature will take up its work 
almost precisely where it left off Feb- 
ruary 6. And with nearly 4000 meas- 
ures to pass upon it is predicted that 
the. session will run from sixty to sev- 
enty-five days. Hot weather probably 
will drive the legislators home before 
June. : 

“Instead of a thirty-day recess, in 
which we will go home, we ought to 
introduce bills and then spend three 
weeks in considering them in commit- 
tee at Sacramento without any final 


action,’’ said Senator E. S. Birdsalf 


of Auburn, one of the prominent Pro- 
gressives who was early back to the 
legislative job. 

‘“‘With a three weeks conference of 
the bills we could have have hearings 
on each big subject and get the views 
of the people on both sides. ‘Ihen the 
committee could go into executive ses- 
sion for five days and vote out the 
bills. After that the two houses 
would meet in regular session and pass 
upon them. We would get quick ac- 
tion and have more effective legisla- 
tion. i

Bombardment 


Thirty-Two Thousand ‘Turks Lay 
Down Arms—Believed Victory 
Will Hasten Peace 


Atnens, Greece—The Turkish fort- 
ress of Janina, the key to the posses- 
sion of the province of the Epirus, 
with its garrison of 32,000 men, sur- 
rendered to the Greek army after a 
defense which form one of the most 
brilliant episodes of the Balkan war. 

The surrender was preceded by a 
fierce bombardment, lasting without 
cessation for two days and two nights. 
Every available gun, including a num- 
ber of heavy howitzers lent by the 
Servian artillery, was brought to bear 
on the forts defending the beleaguered 
city. 

No fewer than 30,000 shells were 
fired by the Greek guns during the first 
day’s cannonade. Gradually the Turk- 
ish batteries at Hizani, Manoliara, 
Sakni and elsewhere were silenced. 
The Greek commanders, by a feint, lea 
the Turks to believe that their attack 
would be made from the right. As 
soon as the attention of the defenders 
had been distracted the Greeks hurled 
large bodies of infantry onto the Turk- 
ish left. The Ottoman troops, utterly 
surprised, fell back in disorder. 

The batteries on the heights of 
Bizani, the mainstay of the defense, 
had been unable to stand the pelting 
of the shells, and were reduced to com- 
plete siler.ce at 11 o'clock in the 
morning. 

The Greeks pushed their forward 
movement during the afternoon and 
occupied the Turkish batteries on the 
Sakni and Elas hills, capturing all the 
guns and 110 artillerymen. 

Then the Greek battalions gradually 
deployed on the plain in front of the 
city itself. The Turkish flight imme- 
diately became general, despite all the 
efforts of the Ottoman officers to rally 
their men. Whole detachments suc- 
cumbed to panic and joined in a mad 
race into the city. The Greek troops 
followed in hot pursuit almost to the 
walls. 

With all the defending batteries in 
the hands of the Greeks and the Hel 
enic soldiers at the gates of Janina 
Essaad Pasha, the Turkish commander, 
at six o’clock in the morning sent mes- 
sengers under a flag of truce to Crown 
Prince Constantine of Greece announc- 
ing the surrender of the city and all 
the troops under his command.

News of Pacific Goat NEWS OF THE WORLD| BRYAN QUGTES FROM 


OLO SPEECH 


Utterance of Past Used to 
Illustrate Policy as 
to Furture 


Secretary of State Declares Himself 
in Full Accord With Presi- 
dent Wilson 


*, Washington—Seertary of State Bryan 
gave the first official statement as to 
his views on the national position of 
the United States. He did not go into 
a detailed discussion of foreign rela- 
tions, preferring to confine himself to 
a general intimation of his attitude. 
For this purpose he used an abstract. 
from a speech he deliverea nearly 
thirteen years ago. 

The secretary’s statement folhbows: 
‘‘I do not care to speak of our foreign 
relations or our nation’s ‘position in 
relation to any particular nation or 
question, but my views on our national 
position are expressed in the closing 
words of the speech which I deiivered 
at Indianapolis August 8, 1900. The 
words to which I refer are as follows, 
and show that I am in hearty accord 
with President Wilson in his desire to 
promote international peace and good 
wil : 

‘‘I can conceive cf a national destiny 
surpassing the glories of the present 
and the past—a destiny which meets 
the responsibilities of today and meas- 
ures up the responsibilities of the fu- 
ture. Behold a republic, resting se- 
curely upon the foundation stones 
quarried by revolutionary patriots from 
the mountain of eternal truth-~a re- 
public applying in practice and pro- 
claiming to the world the self-evident 
proposition that all men are created 
equal; that they are endowed by their 
Creator with inalienable rights; that 
governments derive their just powers 
from the consent of the governed. 

‘“‘Behold a republic in which civil 
and religious liberty stimulates all to 
earnest endeavor and in which the law 
restrains every hand uplifted for a 
neighbor’ 8 injury—a republic in which 


which no one cares or dares to wear a 
crown. 

“Behold a republic standing erect 
while empires all around are bowed 
beneath the weight of their own arma- 
ments—a republic whose flag is loved 
while other flags are only feared. Be- 
hold a répliblic increasing in popuia- 
tion, in wealth, in strength and in-in- 
fluence, solving the problems of civl- 
ization and hastening the coming of a 
universal brotherhood — a_ republic 
which shakes thrones and dissolves 
uristocracies by its silent example and 
gives light and inspiration to those 
who sit in darkness. 

‘‘Behold a republic gradually but 
surely becoming the supreme moral 
factor in the world’s progress and the 
accepted arbiter of the world’s dis- 
putes—a republic whose history, like 
the path of the just, ‘is as the shining 
light that shineth more and more unto 
the perfect day.’ ’”’ 

This was Bryan’s answer to a small 
army of newspaper men gathered at 
the department intent upon learning 
definitely what changes, if any, the 
new administration will make in the 
policy of the government regarding 
Mexico, the Philippines, Latin-America 
and the Panama canal tolls question. 

Alvey A. Adee, second assistant sec- 
retary of state, who has been in the 
state department since 1877, will re- 
tain his position under Secretary Bryan. 
Adee is affectioately referred to in 
Washington as the ‘‘wheel horse’’ of 
the department, and it is said thut few 
important diplomatic notes of recent 
years have escaped his editing. Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Bryan de- 
cided not to accept his resignation. 

Manton M. Wyvell, a New York law- 
yer, a Cornell man and an intimate 
personal friend Secretary Bryan was 
appointed private secretary to the sec- 
retary of state in place of William 
Leslie Coombs, Mr. Knox’s secretary, 
who 1esigned to engage in business in 
San Francisco.

The snake that lies low and 
strikes silently claims the most vic 
tims. ‘Phe Maxim silencer is intended 
to make guns less noisy and more 
useful in their specific field of activ. 
ity. The quite noiseless gun would 
be more desirable than the wholly 
smokeless powder from the stand 
point of the warrior. Now comes the 
complaint that the military aeroplane 
is deprived of much of its usefulnesa 
because of the tremendous noise of 
its whirring propellers. At night, when 
the flyers dart about above the dark- 
ened camps, their presence is adver 
tised to the ear.
